In the local columns to-day will 
be found the opinions of some of 
the world’s leading educators on the 
proposed National Normal School. 
‘That the establishment of normal 
schools, founded aud supported at 
the government’e expense, will 
meet with oppusition must be ex- 
pected. While in many of the 
European countries national nor- 
mal schools are eflective auxiliaries 
to progressive education, in the 
United States the policy of estab- 
lishing National Normal Schools is 
considered by mauy to be a doubt- 
fulexpedient. It isclaimed that in 
some way it involves the old ques- 
tion of States rights end threatens 
an inalienable right which a State 
possesses of educating its own 
youth. But the government has 
already done enough towards pub- 
‘lic education t) dispel the idea of 


ita unconstitutionality. On March 


21, 1864, Congress set aside the 16th 
and 36th sections in each townsbip of 
various States for school purposes. 
This gave for school purposes in this 
State 3,925,000 acres of land. The 
government supports a national 
military school at West Point, a 
national normal school at Annap- 
olis,and in which schools are taught 
not only the science and art of war- 
fare but such sciences as are taught 
in our normal schools and colleges. 
If it be not contrary to the spirit of 
the Constitution to expend public 
moneys to train the soldier and 
sailor, the defenders of our homes, 
how can it be to train the teacher 
who makes the existence of the 
home possible? If the government 
may provide for efficient officers of 
the army, why should it not pro- 
vide for efficient officers of our 
public schools, which in any repub- 
lic are the most efficient and grand- 
est of all armies. Since Pestalozzi 
on the shores of Neufchatel com- 
menced his mission of training 
teachers for their profession normal 
schools have been doing effective 
work in progressive education and 
nation building. Such men as were 
the brother of Napoleon in France, 
Froebel in Germany, Horace Mann 
in the United States, and is Sir 
Lyon Playfair in England, have 
made their respective nations 
greater and grander. Through the 
improved methods of instruction 
advocated in the schools of France, 
Switzerland, Germany, Prussia, 


Austria, England and Ireland the 


school system has national recog- 
nition. Had this nation, in adopt- 
ing the Constitution a century ago, 
incorporated in it a recognition of a 
national school system and there- 
after made education compulsory 
throughout every part of the United 
States there never would have been 
a war between the sevtions North 
and South. What is now demanded 
to perpetuate unimpaired to our 
children free institutions is trained 
teachers and universal education. 
Bince these have not been obtained 
through the States alone after an 
experience of ove century, and are 
not likely to be obtained for a cen- 
tury to come witbout national rec- 
ognition, our school system should 
have such recognition. We are in 


favor of a national normal scheol 


and believe, as does Colonel Parker, 
the greatest educational reformer of 
this country, that it will do incal-

A Novel Point of Law Decided. 

San Francisco, Dec. 15.—Judge 
Hunt, in the case of debe against 
the Wells-Fargo Express Company, 
bas decided a novel point of law.

to the designated value of the gold 
dust.

It isa novel instru- 
ment, constructed to make music 
from gas. Its compass is three oc- 
taves, with a keyboard, and it will be 
played in the same manner as an or- 

an. It has thirty-seven glass tubes, 
in which a number of gas jets burn. 
These jets, placed in circles, contract 
and expand like the fingers of a hand. 
When the small burners separate the 
sound is produced, when they close 
together the sound ceases. The tone 
depends upon the number of the burn- 
ers and the size of the pipes in which 
they burn, so that by a careful ar- 
rangement and selection all the notes 
of the musical scale may be pro- 
duced in several octaves. Some 
of the glass tubes in which the jets 
burn are nearly eleven feet high. 
When the “I’vrophone” is played 
upon with the keyboard it gives out 
a rich, full tone of remarkable deli- 
cacy, and to a great extent resem- 
biing the human voice.
